52  DISTRICTS 

On  September  1  Secretary  Ickes  authorized  the  establishment  of  New 
Mexico  Grazing  District  No.  7,  an  area  of  approximately  3,500,000  acres 
in  northwestern  New  Mexico  near  the  Navajo  Indian  Reservation.  This  is 
the  area  that  was  characterised  sometime  ago  in  a  national  magazine  as 
being  the  "No  Man’s  Land  of  Grazing."  There  are  many  Navajo  Indians, 
stock  owners  and  landowners  resident  in  the  territory.  The  situation  in 
this  area  has  been  quite  critical  for  some  time  from  the  conservation 
standpoint  and  also  in  connection  with  the  proper  allotment  of  range  to 
the  parties  who  claim  grazing  privileges.  It  is  hoped  that  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  this  new  district  will  go  a  long  way  toward  straightening  out  the 
difficulties  here  and  start  New  Mexico  Grazing  District  No.  7  on  the  road 
to  recovery. 

On  September  15  Secretary  Ickes  authorized  the  establishment  of  Utah 
Grazing  District  No.  9  embracing  the  northern  part  of  Utah  Grazing 
District  No.  G.  The  area  included  in  the  new  district  is  mainly  that 
■  portion  of  Utah  ITo.  6  lying  south  of  the  3ook  Cliffs  and  between  the 
Green  and  Colorado  Rivers.  This  area  is  largely  used  for  winter  range 
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"by  sheepmen  who  depend  to  a  large  extent  on  snow  for  water  daring  the 
winter  for  their  sheep.  Conditions  here  are  quite  different  from  those 
in  the  remaining  portion  of  old  Utah  No.  6  and  the  users  come  from  a  dif¬ 
ferent  part  of  the  country  so  the  establishment  of  this  new  district 
should  be  very  helpful  from  an  administrative  standpoint.’

ADVISORY  BOARD  ELECTIONS 


The  act  of  July  14,  1939,  legalizing  the  status  of  advisory  boards 
made  it  necessary  that  certain  revisions  of  the  Code  occur  and  in  addi¬ 
tion  that  new  elections  be  held  in  all  the  grazing  districts.  In  those 
districts  in  which  the  existing  boards  consisted  of  more  than  12  members, 
it  was  necessary  to  reprecinct  such  districts  in  order  that  the  board 
membership  would  not  exceed  12.  In  some  of  the  other  districts  in  which 
the  number. of  board  members  was  not  an  issue  but  where  adjustments  in 
precincts  had  been  desired,  such  readjustment  as  was  deemed  advisable  is 
being  made.  Since  one  third  of  the  advisory  board  personnel  under  the 
Code  would  have  to  be  elected  this  fall  in  any  event,  it  was  deemed  ad¬ 
visable  to  have  general  elections  for  entirely  new  boards  so  that  we 
could  start  off  the  new  year  without  any  further  questions  concerning 
the  membership  of  our  boards  or  the  authority  for  them  to  act..  Pending 
the  election  and  appointment  of  the  new  board  members,  the  existing  boards 
will  continue  to  operate  in  most  districts.

MONTANA  GRASS  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


nThe  Montana  grazing  laws  were  completely  rewritten  by  the  1939 
legislature.^  The  name  of  the  State  grazing  commission  was  changed  to 
the  Montana  Grass  Conservation  Commission  and  its  powers  and  duties  with 
respect  to  the  associations  were  clarified  and  extended.  The  powers  of 
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the  associations  were  also  more  sharply  defined  and  enlarged,  particularly 
with  respect  to  the  control  of  lands  lying  within  the  grazing  districts* 
The  new  law  provides  that  nn  one  shall  graze  livestock  within  the  'bounda¬ 
ries  of  a  grazing  district  without  a  permit  from  the  association  unless 
he  grazes  upon  land  owned  or  controlled  hy  him  and  restrains  his  stock 
from  trespassing  on  lands  controlled  hy  the  association.  The  provision 
is  apparently  intended  to  allow  associations  to  regulate  the  grazing  of 
unfenced  lands -and  those  that  have  been  abandoned  by  their  owners.  The 
latter  have  created  a  good  deal  of  difficulty  in  recent  years  since,  like 
the  public  domain  prior  to  1934,  they  have,  in  effect,  been  open  to  free 
grazing  by  anyone."— V.  GRAZING,  Land  Policy  Review,  July-August  1939
